“The Chinese transmitter now has 3 additional Russian language programs, from 1700-

6, 7, and 8. At around 1955 the signal strength here was still QSA 3-4! (Of course 
these may have been only test transmissions. Time will shew if it will stay on the 
air so late every nite new) Also, at certain times, I have noted Russian stations 
using 1525, e.g., on January 8, between 1800 and 1855, I noted at least 2 Russian 
stations over/under the Chinese: on carrying the Russian Mayak program, and cne 
carrying jamming noise.

Reports by Dxters recently have stated that there is at least one station active on 
"1145 or 1146, Its identity has been reported as R, El Nundo and as R. Chaparrastique. 
In fact, there’ are at least two and. probably three signals from El. Salvador to be 
heard from El Salvador on 2145-4146, 


It is beyond doubt that YSG, R. Chaparrastique, San Miguel, is in fact active on 1145 
(not 1146). after a powerful wid SS station ‘on 1146 signed off at 2207 on 1/1/67,a 
weaker but quite clear station was hrd with Mexican charroe music and other musical 
selections. Three clear ID's were heard. At Bene. "R, Chaparristique”™, at 2222 "Nueve 
22 minutos en R. Chaparristique" and best of all, at 2228, "Sintonizan con EL 
Salvador. Transmite R. Chaparrastique, 1130 kilociclos." With these positive items to 
back it up, a report was sent. No reply has yet been received. “a 


On a fine night for El Salvador stations, 12/24/56, a station was hrd on 1146. The 
items brd will be mentioned in the reply which I received to a tentative report sent 
to YST. In a cogent and precise letter, showing a much better grasp of things tech- 
nical than is usual from Latin America, Sr. Angel H. Sudrez, Gerente Administ 
rativo, replied in a letter dated 1/4/67 (I translate): 

"With regard to your report dated 12/25/66, between 10.45 and 11.30 p.m. 
(Salvador time), I can say the following: on the 24th and the days following, 
we had strong local interference, emanating from the 3rd harmonic of R. Cadena 
YSKL, 760 kHz., due to their difficulties in tuning their Ampli-Phase RCA trans- 
mitter, and it is beyond doubt that at the time of your reception it was this 
other station on the same frequency as YST Radio El Mundo, since you heard, at 
10.57, "Atencién...Atenci4n", calling to the listeners in a Salvador city, and 
at 11.26, after the commercial, a romantic song sung by a tenor. 

YST Radio El Mundo transmits on the frequency of 1140 kEz from San Salvador with 
a power of 1000 watts. Cur transmitter is a grid-modulated and was made in this 
country. Cur format is the "soft-seli" style, with reasonable commerciatis, 
directed to an adult audience of intellectual maturity. The music is carefully 
selected, in order to remain within the soft music format, using only instru- 
mental interpretations. The time is given after every second melody and the 
announcer just gives the exact time: for instance, at 11.00 p.m., he would say 
'Rleven! or 'Mleven twenty! as the case may be!" 
Would that-every Latin American station would consider every report with such care, 
and reply in such detail, and with such technical knowledge! However, 1145 cannot be 
the third harmonic of 760. YSKL operates two transmitters, one naminally on 760, and 
the other actually heard here on 770. If there is no cross-modulation or similiar 
effect involved, it need not necessarily be assumed that YST R. El Mundo is operating 
on 1145 or 1146 also; it may very well be, as it claims, on 1140, although my efforts 
to log it there are always frustrated by TGT, R. Sonora in Guatemala. Any comments, 
especially any definite Loggings of Radio EL Mundo on 1140 by our Caribbean members, 
will be aren appreciated. 
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Richard, Le emoed nine transmitters can produce spurious radiations on just about 
any frequency (especially when parasites are involved). Note that the third harmonic 
of 760 is 2280, or exactly twice the nominal frequency- of YST. Any non-linear imped- 
ance (perhaps in one of the transmitters, or antennas, or even in a nearby telephone 
line) will preduce the difference freq, which in this case falls back on 1140. If 
YSKL is actually on 762, then the difference between the third harmonic and 1140 will 
be 1146. I suspect that this was the sort of effect that Sudrez was speaking of. (Ed)
